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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Declaration is not commensurate in scope 
with the instant claims. The Declaration shows four formulations with different waxes in each formulation. It is unclear what the melting 
points of the waxes are from the Declaration or at what temperature the dissolution expertemtns were run. In addition, the melting point 
information is essential because the results of the experiments performed show that the different waxes behave in different ways when 
heated, for example, the carnauba wax behaves very differently from the other three waxes when heated. Further, the instant claims are 
drawn to immediate release compositions but the results of the dissolution tests recited in the Declaration show dissolution profiles for 15 
or 30 MINUTES. The Examiner fails to see how these results show an immediate release formulation. For the reasons stated herein, the 
Declaration and Response are found unpersuasive because the Declaration is not commensurate in scope with the instant claims.. 
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
